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phoroides Lev. occurs in Hondo, Japan. 
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Acroscyphus sphaerophoroides Lev. recently found 
in Hondo, Japan. 
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The occurrence of this rare lichen in Japan was for the first time reported 
by Asashina (Zahlbr.: Cat. Lich. Univ., 10 : 129 (1940)), the specimen of 
which was collected in 1932 by Fujikawa at Mt. Keigetsu, a peak of Daisetsu 
range in Hokkaido. In 1934 Fujikawa and Sato collected a lot of specimens of 
the same species at Mt. Tomurausi, a neighbouring mountain of Daisetsu. In 
1937 Sato searched for this lichen in Daisetsu again and found several good 
specimens at Mt. Keigetsu.as well as at Mt. Ryo’un. These localities were all 
restricted in Hokkaido. In the last summer (1952) the writer was lucky enough 
to find this lichen at a ridge lying between Mitsu-dake and Noguchi-goro-dake, 
Prov. Shinano, Middle Hondo.
